Court Holds I. C. C. Must 


Consider Replacement 


Cost Not Original—De- 
stroys 15 Years’ Work.

Washington, May 20.—(£)—The re- 
sult of years of labor by the interstate 
commerce commission in valuing rail- 
roads for rate making and other pur- | 
poses was seriously impaired, if not 
entirely swept aside today by the su- 
preme court. 

The highest tribunal, dividing 5 to 
B, with Justice Butler not participat- 
ing, held that the commission in its 
valuation work must observe = such 
elements as the present cost of con- 
struction or reproduction. 

The eontroversy reached the 
preme court through an appeal by the 
St. Louis and O'Fallon Railroad, a 
nine-mile coa! line in southern Illinois. 


It sought to have set aside an order 
issued by the interstate commerce 
commission calling for a refund in a 
part of its earnings... Caming under 
what is known.as the recnpture chruse 
of the transportation act, permitting 
railroads to retain one half of their 
earnings in excess of G per cent, and 
requiring them te pay over to the gov- 
ernment the other half, the case was 
based primarily on the validity of the 
methods used by the commission in 
valuing railroad property. 
McReynolds Gives Opinion. 

The opinion of the court was de- 
livered by Justice McReynolds after 
a quoting of the law which requires 
the commission to “give due consid- 
eration to all elements of value rec- 
ognized by the law of the land for 
rate-making purposes’ and of the 
court’s former decision on the subject 
of valuations for rate-making pur- 
poses, The opinion stated that among 
the elements “is the present cost of 
construction or reproduction.” 

The commission had carefully re- 
frained, the decision said, “from stat- 
ing that any consideration whatever 
was given to present or reproduction 
cost in estimating the value of the 
cerrier’s property.” 

The court, however, reached the con- 
clusion that substantially no consid- 
eration had been given. 

Body Disagreed Rule. 


“In the exercise of its proper func- 
tion this court has declared the Jaw 
of the land concerning valuations for 
rate-making purposes,” the opinion 
stated. “The commission disregarded 
the approved rule and has already fail- 
ed to discharge the definite duty im- 
posed by congress, 

Unfortunately, proper heed was de- 
nied the timely admonition of the mi- 
nority (of the commission) that “the 
junction of this commission is not to 
act as an arbiter in economics, but 
as an agency of congress, to apply 
the law of the land to “facts developed 
of record in matters committed by 
congress to our (the commission's) 
jurisdiction.” 

The question on which the commis- 
sion divided, as stated by the court, 
was “when seeking to ascertain the 

value of railroad property for recap- 
ture purposes, must it give considera-

SEGREGATION LAW 
PASSED IN COUNCTL

‘Paper Will Go to Mayor 
Today — Other Similar 
Measures in Past De- 
clared Unconstitutional. 


Another effort was made Monday 
by city council to pass a segregation 
law affecting Atlantans, when an 
ordinance offered by Alderman Ben 


T. Huiet, of the third, and Council- 
man John A. White, of the fourth, 

was placed on second reading and re- 
ceiving the unanimous approval of 
that body. 

There was no debate, and the paper 
will go to Mayor I. N. Ragsdale this 
morning for his sanction, Several 
attempts to pass segregation laws have 
been declared uneonstitutional. 

Text of the measure follows: 

“By Alderman Huiet and Council- 
man White: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the C ity of ‘Atlanta 
that in order to preserve the general 
welfare, peace, racial integrity, morals 
and social good order of the City of 
Atlanta, it ‘shall be unlawful for any 
person to use as a residence any build- 
ing on any street, between intersecting 
Streets, where the majerity of resi- 
dents on such street are occupied by 
|those with whom said persens are for- 
; bidden to intermarry; provided, that 
| nothing in this ordinance shall affect 
‘the right, existing at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance in any per- 
son. te use any such building as a 
residence. 

“Any person by themselves or their 
agents violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guilty of an of- 
fense and on conviction thereof in the 
recorder’s court shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $200 or sentenced to work on 
the public works of the city for not 
exceeding 30 days, either or both pen- 
alties to be inflicted in the discretion 
of the recorders. Each day's use or 
occupancy in violation of this ordi- 
mance shall be a separate offense.”

At the same time council referred 
to the finance committee of council a 
measure intended to increase the city’s 
revenue $3,000,000 a year by taxing 
invisible assets. A public hearing is 
slated for 3 o'clock Friday afternoon. 

The series of papers were offered 
in city council on the heels of a strong 
defense of school expenditures by 
“Qur Schools,” official publication of 
the administrative department and 
the board of education. 

Buchanan Hits System. 


Attacking affairs of the school de- 
partment as being unsatisfactory to 
the “citizens of Atlanta either in the 
‘conduct of the schools or in the fi- 
> nancial management,” Alderman 
Claude E. Buchanan, of the eighth 
ward, presented his proposed charter 
revision, 

Text of the Buchanan measure fol- 
lows: 

“By Alderman Buchanan. 

“Whereas, it appears that the af- 
fairs of the public schools are not be- 
ing managed in a way satisfactory to 
the citizens of Atlanta, either in the 
conduct of the schools or in the fi- 
nancial management thereof, and, 

“Whereas, there was no _ trouble 
along these lines when the schools 
were managed by the board of educa- 
tion under appropriations made di- 
rectly by the general council and it 
is advisable to go back to that sys- 
tem. 

‘Therefore, be it resolved, by the 
mayor and general council of the city 
of Atlanta, that the present charter 
amendment whereby the conduct of 
the schools is placed absolutely in 
charge of the board of education be 
repealed, and in lieu thereof the for- 
mer condition is reinstated, to-wit: 

“1. That members of the board of 
education shall be elected by vote of 
general council, as formerly obtained. 

Subject to Ordinances. 

“2. Said board. so constituted, shall 
be just as any other board of the city 
and subject to the ordinances of the 
city in management of affairs of the 
department. 

“3. Funds for the maintenance of 
the schools shall be made directly by 
general council in the apportionment 
sheet and the present provisions re- 
quiring the setting apart of a par- 
ticular percentage be repealed. 

“In other words, this plan is to re- 
‘ere the condition as to the manage- 
ment of the schools as to what it 
was before the present plan was in- 
augurated except that the members of 
the board shall be elected as now pro- 
vided. 

“4. That a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded by the clerk of council 
to the representatives from the coun- 
ties and senators from the districts 
of the general assembly in which the 
city. of Atlanta is located, with. the 
request that they urge its passage at 
their next session.” 


Salary Plan Oifered.

Gas Emitted by Decomposi- 
| tion of X-Ray Films Blamed 
for Catastrophe. 


Cleveland. May 20.—()—tThe 124 
deaths in the Cleveland clinic dis- 
aster were attributed to nitrogen diox- 
ide gas in a statement late today by 
Dr. William E. Lower, a co-founder 
and director of the clinic. 

Dr. Lower. giving the first official | 
éxplanation by a clinie official for | 
the catastrophe, said the poisonous | 
gas was believed to have been gen- : 
erated by decomposition of the sub- 
seance covering the X-ray plates which 
were stored in a room in the base- 
ment. It was in this room that two 
explosions occurred, filling the build- 
ing with deathly fumes and claiming 
the lives of physicians, attendants, 
nurses and patients.

Dr. Lower said the effects of the 
gas should have been evidenced by 
now although nitrogen dioxide may 
not cause death until several days. 
He said the recovery of the seriously 
ill is’ problematical, but had no fears 
for the others.

When senators like Borah, Brook- | 


hart and Heflin, criticizing the bill 
submitted by the war department 
for compulsory military service in 


‘time of war, larrup the atmosphere

Compulsory military service has| 


been a principle of defensive policy 
in the American states from their 
first organizations.

constitution had L militia and that  tHontof Néew York. 
is why the constitution contains in. 

Article 1, section 8, the paragraphs 


48 and 16 for calling forth the 
militia and for organizing, arming 
and disciplining the militia, etc. 
Senator Borah, for _ instance, 
might read again the constitution 
of his state of Idaho which provides 
that ‘‘all able-bodied male persons, 
residents of this state, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five 
years, shall be enrolled in the mili- 


tia, and perform such military duty ;

“conform as nearly as practicable 
to the regulations for the govérn- 
ment of the armies of the United 
States.”

‘Survey of Negro 
Business Is Made 
By Atlanta Body 


Whatever contributes to negro effi- 
ciency, production and economic wel- 
fare inevitably adds also to his buy- 
ing power, and increases his value to 
society, it was pointed out Monday by 
R. B. Eleazer, educational director of 
the Commission on Interracial Co- 
operation, in making public a survey 
of negro business in 33 typical cities 
which has been cenduected by the Na- 
tional Negro Business League, with 
the advisory co-operation of the com- 
mission, 

Of 2.817 enterprises studied, 1,307 
are in the strictly retail business, ant 
in this group grocery stores lead with 
40 per cent of the total, restaurants

by “Pony” MeAtee to beat } 
and win nearly £54,000 for his own- 
er, Herbert P. Gardner, of Amster- 
dam, N. X. 

DRAMATIC VICTORY. 


Sired by Man O’War, named by his 
trainer, bred in old Kentucky but 
owned by an easterner, Clyde Van 
Dusen’s victory was a dramatic addi- 
tion to the long and colorful history 
of the Derby. 

Only seven geldings are among the 
Derby winners but they} loom conspic- 
uously nevertheless. No victor was 
more popular or more renowned than 
Old Rosebud, the great gelding that 
set the Derby record of 2:03 2-5 for 
the mile and a quarter in 1914. Then 
there was alsu Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Exterminator, familiary known as 
“Old Bones” and “Old Slim,” which 
won in 1918 

On the way back to New York, dis- 
cussing the big race as calmly as 
though it was just an every-day gal- 
lop.

The New York State Boxing Com- 
mission has discovered more in an- 
ger than in sorrow that some of the 
young men engaged in the manly 
art of modified murder have been 
engaging in the nefarious practice 
which is known as stalling. Also 
that in the sticks some of the pu- 
gilists have been fighting set-ups or 
push-overs. This is very deplorable, 
and the boys should not do such 
things. It is disappointing to th 
customers, but the customers do not 
seem be happy without their 
pugilistic disappointments. They 
always come back for more. 

There was, for instance, the Bat- 
tle Of What Of It at Miami Beach, 
where Jack Sharkey and Young 
William Stribling, the acrobat, per- 
formed before a crowd that paid 


more in hotel hire and railroad 
fares than any crowd that ever ex- 
pected to see a fight. At Miami 
Beach they saw Mr. Sharkey per- 
form a Lithuanian waltz, while that 
nimble young man, the acrobatic Mr. 
Stribling, swung through the aic 
with the greatest of ease on his 
flying trapeze (credit Mr. H. Sta- 
ton, the barytone). 

Then, again, there was the affair 
between McLarnin and Miller at 
Madison Square Garden. In ad- 
vance of this one the customers 
were told that one of the boys had 
INT in either mit, while the other 
had dynamite concealed in each 
glove. The customers who came to 
witness theedouble explosion saw 
only a contest in etiquette between 
two very cautious young men, I 
must say that the behavivr of both 
was beyond criticism.

kor some reason or other the New 
York State Boxing Commission does 
not refer to either of these bouts in 
the arraignment of existing condi- 
tions in the fight game.

jut the fact remains that the 
commission has discovered that the 
eauliflowered boys do not at all 
times earnestly endeavor to exter- 
minate one another and has decide‘ 
that something should be-done about 
it. Some of the boys are remom- 
mending that the entire cauliflower 
industry be placed under federal su- 
pervision. It is hard to say into 
which portfolio the caulitlowers 
should be slipped.

The Garden Club of America held 
its annual meeting in Philadelphia 


the guest of four Philadelphia and 
Wilmington, Del., garden clubs, with 
headquarters at the Bellevue Stratford 
howl. Last Monday, the thirteenth, 
we revistered 1,165 strong and books 
of the program were given each with 
much interesting literature about the 
homes and gardens to be visited, and 
a medallion with our name and garden 
club which we all wore. In the after- 
noon a private view was given in the 
magnificent new Penn museum, and 
at 7 o'clock we had our annual dinner. 
with over 1.200 present; a delightful 
affair held in the hotel ballroom, after 
which the meeting was held, presided 
over by our president, Mrs. John 
Stewart, of New York.
